W illiam Rent 


On M iy 23, 1809, one hundred 
and tw enty-nine years ago 
this 
week, William Bent, who was to 
become one of the most 
widely 
known of 
the 
trans-M ississippi 
fontier men, 
was 
born 
in 
St. 
Louis. 
Lew names were more familiar 
to American merchants and trad­ 
ers during the second quarter of 
the nineteenth century than that 
of William Bent. 
He was famous 
throughout the Southwest for his 
honesty, his love of justice, 
and 
his I* ai less conduct. 
He held the 
confidence of the 
Indians, 
and 
ransomed many whites who had 
been captured by them. The trap­ 
per 
respected him, and he 
be­ 
came* their 
special 
friend. 
He 
hel| <*d the government in many 
respects, storing government su p -! 
pies and even forbidding his trad- 
ers to sell liquor to the Indians m 
accordance with governm ent re­ 
strictions. 
His career as a frontiersman be­ 
gan early in his life, when he ac­ 
companied 
his 
older 
brother, 
1 Charles, and Ceran St. Vrain on 
a trapping expedition on tho up­ 
per Arkansas in 1824. 
From that 
time on tho Colorado frontier was 
his home, and he 
is 
generally 
recognized as the first permanent 
white settler of 
that 
territory. 
About four years later he became 
one of the trio that formed 
the 
famous Bent and St. Vrain trad­ 
ing company, and under his direc­ 
tion was built Bent’s 
fort, 
the 
largest trading post and the first 
adorn* fort in the Rocky Mountain 
region. 
William Bent 
was 
the 
general director of tho company, 
and because of the long absences 
of the other 
partners, 
he 
had 
most of the work to do. The busi­ 
ness included gathering robes and 
peltries, trading 
goods 
to 
the 
Indians, and raising horses, mules, 
md cattle. 
Bent was tireless in 
the management of tho com pany’s 
alVllairs. 
He made trips to 
the 


camps of various 
Indian 
tribes 
with which he had dealings, and 
made* numerous wagon-trnin jour­ 
ney 
to Santa Fc and the Missouri 
settlement. 
At this time, a little 
before the middle

century, the Bent and 
St. Vrain 
trading company was one of the 
most important of its kind, 
cm - 
pioying abut 100 men, and said to 
be surpassed in volume of 
busi- 
],»»• s only by John Jacob Astor’s 
great American lur company. 
In 1848, William Bent acted as 
guide and scout for Kearney when 
th" latter moved his troops from 
Bent’s fort 
to 
Santa 
Fe. 
The 
presence of troops in th*' south­ 
west called for the transportation 
of supplies and Bent 
was 
quite 


regularly employed as government 
freighter until 1802. It is said that 
the pay he received from the gov­ 
ernment for one trip was sufficient 
to buy a year’s supply of 
go*ids 
for his Indian trade. 
St. Vrain retired from the com ­ 
pany about 1848, and Bent 
be­ 
came the solo owner. 
Bent, how ­ 
ever, had many sad memories as­ 
sociated with the old fort, where 
his three brothers hurt died, two 
of them killed by the Indians, and 
where, too, his Indian wdfe. Owl 
Woman, had died, so he decided 
to move to different surroundings.

Sections 5014 
to 5019. 
Section 5017 permits the 
individual certificate holder to con­ 
tract in writing with the associa­ 
tion to pay the benefits under said 
contract to a third party. 
It is by 
virtue of this section that 
pro­ 
moters are enabled to convert the 
plan into a racket under presum­ 
able sanction of law. 
Apparently 
burial societies are, by color 
of 
law and on paper, technically fol­ 
lowing 
the 
provisions

statute, but underneath facts prove 
otherwise.

LIFE 
SOCIETY. 
Wo 
charge the Association has 
been 
perverted from a 
nonprofit 
or­ 
ganization to one seeking profits 
for its managers 
and 
affiliated 
undertakers; that the association 
refused to pay a death claim for 
the reason that they had request­ 
ed an undertaker to perform the 
funeral 
benefit 
services 
other 
than the one designated 
in 
the 
certificate. The case is now pend­ 
ing in the Springfield Court of Ap­ 
peals. 
This department has 
received 
complaints about burial associa­ 
tions from time to time, and each 
case investigated as promptly as 
possibly. 
The American 
Legion 
has been especially active against 
associations 
not 
conducted 
ac­ 
cording to law. 
Local officials, as 
in the case mentioned from Ran­ 
dolph County, can do much toward 
curbing the illegal practices. 
The ultimate remedy lies, 
of 
course, in amending the law so as 
to provide the payment of 
cash 
benefits instead of designated un­ 
dertakers services; 
an 
adequate 
cash reserve and supervision 
by 
some 
state 
department.— (Paid 
Advertisement).
